Dr. Moore made aa attem pt in the 
bouse to resurrect his bill conferring 
the right of suffrage upon women in all 
school and municipal elections. The 
bill failed to pass last week and the 
motion 
was 
to 
reconsider 
that 
vote in order to place the meas­ 
ure 
upon 
its 
passage

sec­ 
ond time. The motion to reconsider 
prevailed, and the roll was called upon 
the passage of the bill. The result of 
the vote was 63 yeas and 44 nays. 
As the necessary seventy-seven affirma­ 
tives were not obtained the bill was 
lost, aud will not be heard from again 
this session. The house concurred in 
the recommendation of the committee 
against the passage of the joint resolu­ 
tion providing for an amendment to the 
constitution in favor of woman’s suf­ 
frage. 
Mr. Dixon’s motion to substi­ 
tute the Miller bill for the measure to 
covert the Pontiac reform school into a 
state reformatory, which was a pend 
ing question in the house, was defeat­ 
ed. The original bill was then amend­ 
ed and was under discussion when the 
house took a recess. 
It appropriates 
$ 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 to start the new institution. 


A s h l a n d , June 3 .— At a session of 
the Grand Lodge of Ovid Fellows this 
morning, a resolution was adopted 
naming Janesville as the place of 
m eeting in June, 1892.

heightened by the expectation of the 
sum m oning of the prince of Wales to 
the w itness stuiuL 
The cross-exam ina­ 
tion of Sir W illiam was concluded, and 
the prince of W ales took the witness 
stand. 
The prince gave his testim ony in a 
clear and straightforw ard way. 
It 
was entirely in favor of Sir William. 
The prince declared th at during the 
gam e 
he 
neither 
saw 
nor 
sus­ 
pected any 
cheating 
whatever. 
It 
was not until 
Septem ber IO 
th at 
Lord Coventry hail told him Sir Wil­ 
liam had been guilty of cheating. 
In 
concluding his testim ony the prince 
•aid the witnesses to the alleged cheat­ 
ing by Sir W illiam were so unanimous 
th at he could not help believing the 
charges, though he personally saw 
nothing of it. 
During the cross exam ination of the 
prince a juror caused a sensation by 
rising in his place in the box and pro­ 
ceeding to interrogate the witness. He 
asked: 
“ Are the jury to understand 
th a t you were banking on the occasions 
of the gam es in question and saw noth­ 
ing of the alleged m alpractices?” 
The prince hesitated for a moment, as 
lf undivided as to w hether he ought or 
ought not to reply. Finally concluding 
th at he would answ er, he said, w ith a 
half smile: “ It is very easy for a banker 
when dealing cards not to see anything, 
especially when in the company of 
friends in a country house. You do not 
for a m om ent suppose th a t anyone will 
play unfairly.” 
The juror, returning to the charge, 
asked: 
“ W hat was your opinion a t 
the tim e of the charges made against 
the plaintiff?” 
To this the prince suavely replied: 
“The charges made against him were so 
unanim ous th at I had not any other 
course open to me than to believe 
them .”
